John R, Buck, of Harlford, appearing for the
prosecution, and J. W, Johnson of Kanfeld, for
the defense, The offense charged 18 enticing a
female upder age from her parent or guardian
with Intent to seduce or commit fornleation;
and the penalty 18 a fine of not mors than
£1000, and lmprisonment not longer than one
year,or both, There was luléense excilement
in Thompsonvilie, and a crowd of more than a
thousand gathered about the court, though
few could hear, and the girl's test!imony was
tnken at her father's house, Mr. Huytnorn ls
noltlzen of excellent character, and much re.
spected, The deugbter, Frances, fifteen years
old, isof a rather [eeble and simple mind and
defeotlve memory, FPotler 1s about twenly-two
years old, & Jolner and earpenter by trade, and
rumors of previous afalrs have damaged bils

s mother, and that he wag takiog her to visit
gome frlends, Relurning towards Thompsons
ville he left the maln road and drove intoa
plece ol @, whore, undor his paresaasion and
commands, the slmple girl submitted o the
geonndrel’s purposes. lie took her to Freshs
water Bridge, near Thompsonville, where he
left ber. This is the girl's neccount, corroborated
by several others, except as Lo what took place
in the woods, 'I'he girl seems to have an lndls.
tinot recollection of subkequent events, Hhe
walked on down the Enfleld road, and was
overtakten by a stranger; who sald he was &
baker, He took her to Fast Hartford, ontraged
her person on Lhe way, and lodged her elther
in East Hartford or Hartford, at what, from her
deseription, i8 probably & houas of ill-fame,
Monday morn.ng she wandered about Harttord,
desiring 1o g0 bome, Bhe took the rallrowd track
snd walked In the wrong dlrectlon, on through
New Britaln, reaching Plainville at night,
Auother stranger overtook and accompasied
her, and for tne third time sbhe was & viollm,
About daylight on Toesday morolng she sn-
tered Pristol in his company. A Mr, J. GrifHths
whbo knew her and her famlly, saw the gcouple,
ordered the man away and made the girl go
home with him, He telegraphed to her parents,
and upon their replying, took the giri home on
Tuesday.

Btephem Lushingtom, D, O. L, P. 0.

Another Hok In the cuninof Llastrioas stutes-
men and legists, who have conneoved the RoLors
and events of the past oentury with those of
the present, has been gevered by tha death of
the distinguisbed jurlst whose loss we chronlele
to-day. Blephen Lushington, Dean of Arches,
Jodge of the High Courtof Admiralty, Ohan-
cellor of the Dioceses of London and Hoches-
ter, & Privy Connpclllor, and the possessor
of many other positions whioch testified
allke to NI great ability and patient
Industry, first saw light in the ell.i' of London
some Hrhiy‘ulx years since. Having received
an excellent preliminary edueation, he was sent
1o Oxford, entering his name on ihe books of
the well- known All SBouls' College, After gradu-
ating be won a fellowahip, which he held until
he wagk called to the bar from the Inner Tample
in 1500, Belecting at that early stage In hils
oareer that department of law in  which
he sfterwards became so famous, he was
admitted an advoonte al Dootor's Commons
a8 far buck as 1508, In thal year his
University conferred on him the degree of
D, 0. L, Then as now the Leglslature offered
the bighest fleld Lo every young lawyer's ambl-
tion, and the surest reward of energy and Intel-
leot, Mr. Lushington therefore sougbt s seat ln
the House of Commons, and was fortunate to
find one before he had completed his Lwenly-
fifth year. He soon made for himsell & name
in the House, and duaring the thirly-four
yvemrs of his Parllamentary careor he ever
muelnialped 1, supporting by his valee and
vole the Liberal party, His repotation at the
bar did not sufler by his attention to
lezisiative labors, and we flud him ﬁrudnally
risiog in his profesglon, step by step. ln conse-
guence of his high position as & pleader and
skl in conducting Important cases, he was so-
lected 88 one of the advooales of Lhe unforta-
nete consort of George IV, In 1838 he was

laced In charge of the Coetistorial Court. and
n 1548 was made Judge of the Admiralty Court
snd & Privy Counnclior. For thirty years he
discharged these functions, and (o the last was
distingulshed for great olearness of intelleot
und remarkable lnoidity of expression.

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FROM WASHINGTON TO-DAY.

Intermal Rovemwue Roegulations,
Despateh to the Amociated Presa.

WASHINGTON, Aug, S.—Instrnotions In rela-
tion to the assessmant And reassessment of
oMcial taxes under the act of July 20, 185, have
just been prepared at the Internal Revenus
Departmeni; as under that act soveral new
sapecial taxes are Imposed, and some existing
taxes are Inereased In amount or otherwise,

Distillers commenclog business subsequent
to the pnssage of this act will be assessed for
the unexpired portion of the year,atthe rate
of four hundred dollarg per annam, beginning
with the firel of May of month in whioh thay
commence business; which wlll entitle them Lo
produce or manufacture al the rate of oue thou-
sand barrels per annum,

Distillers who bave been assessed and pald a
gpecial tax for the current year of one hundred
dollars, will be reagsessed at the Increased rate,
In making the reassessment allowance will ba
made for the proportion of the tax already pald,
approprinte to the unexpired portlon of the
year, The tax will be reassessed from August
first, or Lhree- fourths of the year,

Rectifiers are reguired to pay two hundred
dollars for not exceeding two hundred barrels,
and fifty cenis for each barrel In excess of that
number, Persons who engage in reotifying
under the new act will be assessed the pro rata
proporilon of the two huudred dollars, and
the fifty cents per barrel will be collected on
each barrel in excess of auch pro rafa propors
tion of two hundred barrels,

The speclfie, special tax on wholesale liquor
dealers 18 not changed; but & change 15 made In
the rate of the additional tax on sales, and in
the amonnt of sales In excess of which the
additlonal tax Is to be pssessed, If a person
commences buslness a8 & liguor-dealer 1n
August, he wonld be llable to the speclal tax
appropriate to the unexpired portion of the
year, or three-fourths of §100, and this would
cover the sule of three-fourths of §i5000 or
$18,760, which, when exceeded, he must begin Lo
maoke sepuriie returns and pay the additional
rates required under the old law,

A wholesale llguor dealer who pald the speclal
tax of §100 at the commencement of the year
ghould be charged for sales made prior to July
20 atthe old rates, and for those made alters
wards at the new,

This end will be reached by exempling him
from the montnly tax, until his sales made
after July 20 shall have reached half that
amount which he might have sold had there
been no chapge in thelaw. Thus, If he had sold
$30,000 before the change, he may sell §10,000
afterwards; If he had sold §40,000 betore, he may
sell $5000 after the change,

Manufacturers of stills will be assessed pro
rata for the unexpired portion of the year, & e.
7-0 of §60,000, or §858-80. If, moreover, he has
already pald agpeclal tax of §10 as & manatac-
turer, he will be entitled to a deduction of 70
of $10, or §777, making the amount for which he
is to be assessed §31°12. In additlon to this, he
15 llable to & tax of §20 for each still, and §20 for
each worm made by him for distilliog, If, how
ever, he manufaciures other artlcles besldes
stills or worms, he 1a not entitled to any deduc,
tion on account of the speclal tax paid as a
manufacturer,

Denlers in leaf tobaoco whose sales do not
exceed ten thousand dollars are Lo pay twenty-
flve dollars, and in addition two dollars for
every thonsand dollars In exocess of ten thon-
sand dollers. I1f in business on July 20, tney
will be assessed seven-ninths of twenly-flve
dollars, and when thelir sales excesd seven-
pinths of ten thousand dollars, they will be-
gome subject 10 Lhe additional tax of two dol-
Iurs per tiousand, Dealers commenelug busl-
ness subseguent Lo that time wiil ba assessed a
Pro-1ati }_.mporuon of twenly-ive dollars,
counting from the first day of the month In
which they commenced business; and the tax of
two dollars will attach when their sales shall
exceed the mame pro rafa proportlon of ten
thonsand dollars, Wholesale dealers, tobacco-
nists, manufacturers of clgars, and maanfao-
turers of tobacoo who sell leaf lobacoo, must

ay the speclal tax of dealers in leal tobscco,

n addition to thelr ewn speclal taxes,
